Baldwin, of San Francisco, inventor of 
the California Arrow airship, and sey- 
era] assistants were returning the airship 
from the place it landed in St. Louls 
county, after its unsuccessfu] flight, to 
world’s fair aeronautic concourse, the 
lead rope was dragged from the hands of 
Baldwin's assistants and the airship 
broke loose and soared into the air. 

When last seen, the airship was drift- 
ing rapidly in a northwesterly direction, 

The airship, navigated by Roy Knab- 
enshue, started On its fourth flight at 
2:07 o'clock. Scarcely any wind was 
blowing. He proceeded toward the east 
and out over the exposition grounds. 
After gaining an altitude of probably 350 
feet, the motor stopped working. Knab- 
enshue could plainly be seen working 
with the controlling jever in an endeavor 
to start the motor. The airship con- 
stantly ascended, and within ten minutes 
after the start had risen to an altitude 
of probably 1,000 feet and was drifting 
toward the northeast.

“On the afternoon of October 30, in 
front of the left detachment of the left 
army a force of the enemy consisting of 
a regiment of infantry, three regiments 
of cavalry and two batteries of artillery, 
advanced from Litewentun Hansantai 
and then northward.

‘MORE WET RAIN. 
IS PROMISED 


Better Weather in Sight Ac- 
cording to Atlanta 
Forecast. 


The weather today wil] probably include 
| rain. 


| The terrible drought of the last few 
weeks was broken yesterday by a smail 
but much appreciated rainfall. While it 
is cetrain that the rain was not in suffi- 
clent quantities to relieve the suffering 
of the farmers, it was at least enough to 
lay the dust, which meant much to all 
of Atlanta and Georgia. Besides this, 
better things are promised for today, and 
it is quite probable that now the drought 
is once broken, better things are in store. 

The rain that visited Atlanta came by 
way of New Orleans, and the chances 
are that more is on the way. The rain 
that fell yesterday was immediately 
soaked up, as the earth has been baked 
so hard during the long reign of sunshine 
that it acted very much like a sponge. 
It will take considerable rain for this 
reason to mellow up the soil and make 
possible the fall plowing and planting 
which has been so long delayed. 

It will take a great deal more before 
the rivers, and the streams will assume 
anything like their normal condition. Re- 
ports have been received that many of 
the large industries in different parts 
of the state have been threatened on ac- 
count of the smal] water supply, and in 
many places manufacturies have been 
compelled to run on short time. 

The dryest year on the records of the 
Atlanta weather bureau was 1896 when 
the total rainfall amounted to only 34.12 
inches. The rainfall this present year 
has amounted to only 27.52 inches, which 
is 22.48 inches behind the normal. Un- 
less lots better things are stored in 
the present month and December than 
has been Atlanta’s Jot recently, the pres- 
ent year will be a record breaker for 
| drought.

Calls Upon Cotton Growers 
To Market Crop Slowly and 
Secure Better Price,

Monticello, Ga., November 2.—(Special.) 
At the annual session of the Southern 
Cotton Growers’ Protectwe Association, 
at the world’s fair at St. Louis, 
|\Mo., September 26, 1904, were several 
| hundred progressive cotton planters 
ipresent, representing every cotton grow- 
‘ing state in the south. The following 
resolutions were introduced and unani- 
'mously passed: 
| A resolution was passed urging cotton 
|growers to place a minimum price of 10 
}cents per pound upon their cotton, never 
to place middling cotton on the market 
when the price was less than 10 cents 
and to market the crop as slowly as pos- 
‘Sible during October and November: 

In a signed communication given out 
[today by Hon, Harvie Jordan, president 
of the Southern Cotton Growers’ Pro- 
tective Association, he declares: 

“Up to the present time. the cotton 
producers have stood firm from North 
Carolina to the Brazos river, Texas, 
holding a part of their cotton and re- 
| fusing to throw it upon the market at 
‘prices under 10 cents per pound. With 
‘the most determined efforts on the part 
‘of the Bear speculators and other com- 
'binations formed to depress prices the 
‘market has only been forced down 50 
points below our minimum prices dur- 
‘ing the month when most of the farmers’ 
obligations fell due ,and an unprecedent- 
‘ed season for gathering and ginning the 
‘crop. The egfnners’ report issued October 
'25 indicated that a little more than 
| 5,000,000 bales of the present crop had 
‘been ginned, while Secretary Hester's 
lreport shows that for the same time 
only about 2,000,000 had been marketed, 
‘showing that more than 60 per cent of 
ithe crop was being held in the hands of 
the producers. If only 8,250,000 bales 
i|had been ginned up to October 15, it 
(must be clear to every farmer that the 
/high esffmate placed upon this crop by 
‘the bear element of the speculators will 
never materialize. They are using the 
same devices adopted Jast year to break 
the nerve of the producers.

Heroes and Geography. 

In a recent sermon delivered in his 
New York pulpit, Dr. Newell Dwight 
Hillis attracted a good deal of atten- 
tion by the following declaration: 

The men of the west are the true mold- 
ers of the nation’s destiny. 

It is the west that has furnished the 
heroes of the last two or three genera- 
tions. 

The men who will make themselves 
known forty years hence are husking corn 


in Nebraska. 

I do not mean that New York has no 
influence, but we, in our self-sufficiency, 
have come to over-emphasize ourselves. 


We believe Dr. Hillis came from as 
far west as Chicago. He may have 
had himself in mind when he referred 
to thé west’s monopoly in heroes, for 
is he not the original and only author 
of the heroic declaration that he 
would feel honorea to be permitted to 
act in the capacity of chambermaid 
to Booker Washington? 

But, seriously, is not the eminent 
New York divine a bit mixed in the 
geographical location of his heroes? 
We seem to recall a few heroes from 
the south in the last two or three gen- 
erations. Indeed, if heroism is made 
classical by history, we think we can 
‘count a ratio of about 16 to 1 in favor 
of southern heroes as numerically 
measured against the western brand. 

Perhaps Dr. Hillis has his sense of 
hero-worship unduly inflamed still as 
the result of the immortal charge of 
the western Rough Riders up Kettle 
Hill. History may record some he- 
roic exploit of this equestrian aggre- 
gation, but right now we must be par- 
doned if we do not recall it. We do, 
however, recall] some heroic exploits 
of one Hobson, Bagley and two or 
three other southern Spanish-Amer- 
ican war heroes, including the gallant 
old Maryland commodore named 
Schley. 

You must come south, even now, to 
find pure American stock, and this 
revolutionary blood, which gave the 
nation its heroes of old and since, in 
large degree, will give it its heroes of 
the next and succeeding generations. 
The men of the south are patriotic 
idealists, and they are built on heroic 
lines. : 

What Dr. Hillis says of the narrow 
provincialism of New York is painful- 
ly true, but New oYrk doesn’t know it. 


Another Paternalistic Experiment. 
The Swiss government has many 
features that have caused it to be long 
referred to by political reformers as a 
model republic. Prominent among 
tnese distinctive features is the ini- 
tiative and referendum, which makes 
every citizen a law-maker. In some 
particulars the government of the 
federated Swiss cantons is essential- 
ly paternalistic, and the principle of 
local option is carried to almost 
bizarre extremes in introducing social- 
istic innovations from time to time. 
The latest Swiss municiap] experi- 
ment of the kind is to be made in 
Zurich, which important city is about 
to care for the medical needs of its 
‘inhabitants by taxing them to support 
‘a corps of municipal physicians. The 
‘plan is to have every citizen pay a 
yearly tax of 85 cents, from which 
ifund a corps of forty competent doc- 
tors will be paid to give their exclu- 
sive professional time to the needs of 
‘the public without other fee or charge 
‘for medicine. The fund thus raised 
will permit of a salary of $2,500 per 
‘annum being paid to each of these 


official physicians, and will buy all| 


'the drugs they require in their prac- | 
tice.

PENSIONS SHOW A DECREASE. 


Mississippi Pension 
Strikes Many Names. 
Jackson, Miss., November 2.—(Special.s 
Much surprise is expressed among the 
state officials over the tabulation of the 
pension rol, which shows only 7,266 pen- 
sioners, a decrease of 96, as compared 
with the enrollment of pensioners last 
year.

HROUGHOUT the state of Geor- 
gia the proverbial oldest inhabi- 


| tant has been’ everywhere peti- 


tioned to say if he has ever known a 
drought like the present one, and he 
agrees he has not. 

Practically no rain hag fallen in any 
part of the state for the past three 
months. Many creeks have gone dry, 
even the mountain streams have failed 
to furnish their sparkling flow and wells 
that have never been known before to 
fail, have broken the record and em- 
barrassed their owners. 

There has been no serious damage from 
the long continued dry spell and the 
greatest trouble has been the inconven- 
ience of hauling water for ho#sehold 
purposes and in some sections for feed- 
ing stock. The railroads have in some 
instances been forced to take unusual 
precautions to secure water for their 


engines and mills on some streams have | 
‘been forced to shut down for the lack 


of sufficient water power, or to run on 
shorter time. 

The staple crops, however, have been 
universally benefited by the long drought. 
Coton farmers are not complaining, for 
the absence of rain has given them un- 
precedented opportunities for gathering 
the fleecy staple and the yield has not 
only been far above the average, but 
the grade is better as the open bolls 
have not been discolored by falling rain.

Navigation of the Coosa. river from 
Rome to Wetumpka, Ala., has been en- 
tirely suspended for several weeks and 
it would take eight inches of rain to raise 
this river to a point where navigation 
might be resumed. 

The bottom of the Etowah river is 
plainly to be seen all the way across 
under the Broad street bridge and a man 
might wade it and not get in water more 
than waist deep at any time. A well 
known Roman did actually ride his horse 
agross this river a few miles above the 
city. No one remembers when these 
things were ever possible here before. 


People Drinking Bottled Water. 

Washington, Ga., November 2.—(Spe- 
cial.)—According to the statements of 
Washingtons’ oldest citizens, the pres- 
ent drought is the most protracted and 
distressing spell of dry weather ever vis- 
ited upon this section. It has caused 
nearly every well in Washington to dry 
wp and the citizens are in a quandry to 
know what to do in order to secure 
enough water for drinking purposes. At 
the advice of the physicians, fully three- 
fourths of the people here use boiled 
water exclusively for drinking purposes, 
hoping by this precautlon to prevent an 
epidemic of malarial fever which is apt 
to be engendered by the bad water.

New York, November 2.—The cotton 
market “opened firm at an advance of 
IC@i3 Boints in response to higher ca- 
‘bies, predictions for rains over the cen- 
tral and eastern belts and talk of a 
better spot situation in the south. Lo- 
cal longs showed a disposition to take 
profits on the initial bulge, and there 
was a firm demand from abroad and 
with shorts covering, the market 
showed continued firmness with prices 
ir the afternoon up to a net gain of 
about 18@20 points. Towards the close 
increased realizing caused a partial re- 
action, but the market was finally 
steady at a net gain of 8@/2 points.
